roundabouts, nncl their perpendicular 
high-fliore, like sedan-ohairs, going up 
in the air and down again. 
But tho 


grand amus,oniont of all is tho " joe- 
hills.',' 
They are,thus constructed ,— 


A strong scaffolding in raided ,to the 
height of thirty feet, with a landing at 
tho top, ascended by, » ladder,(]| From 
the top of the landing a sloping plane 
of boards is laid, about twelve feet in 
width and ninety in length, deaconing 
in a vory acute angle to thp surface ,of 
the frozen nver. 
This inclined plane 


is supported by wooden piles, decreas- 
ing in height, and the sides are protect- 
ed by a parapet of planks. 
Upon the 


dow»-slioping plane are laid square slabs 
of ice, close tajgpth.or, and then water 
is poured all dowt^thpslppo. £his wa- 
ter freezes—jhalf a minute or BO of Rus- 
sian weather is quite enough for that— 
and tho incline then presents a broad 
sheet of puio ice. Trorn the bottom 
of this inolin» the snow is cleared away 
upon tho level surface of the frozen riv- 
er forithe distance of six hundred fret, 
and twelve foot wide (tho sauio width 
as tho inclined plane> 
Tho sides _ of 


this level course nro ornamented ,with 
dnrk green firs and pines 
Each fair- 


goor who wishes to indulge _in the na- 
tional amusement piovidcs himself with 
a peculiar sort of sledge—more like a 
butcher's tray than anything elsc-rpas- 
cends the ladder to the landing at the 
top, scats himself in his tray on jihc 
edge of tho gliitoring incline. Off he 
goes! aud away ho skepls down the 
slope of ice, Such velocity does he at- 
tain before arriving at tho bottom, that 
ho is not only carried along, tho ,six 
hundred foot of this icy level below, 
but clean up to tho top of a second 
ioc-hill like tho fiist, with another slope 
on the other sido, down which ho skoejlB, 
with the same rapidity us before, and 
away again to an equal distance on tho 
level below, A succession of these fair- 
goers, fur-mantled, seated in their sli-| 
dingitrays balancing themselves as they 
cut along, ono eloBO upon tho othei,yot 
no chunoe of overtaking each othor 
(unless by some vory unlucky, ,and vory 
unusual upuot), prosonts u moat peculiar 
and extraordinary scene.
